Trustee Nora Adkins argued, 
“Hiring just part-time is not going to 
get us what we need.

$17.50 per hour. Now we want to hire 
someone part-time for $25 per hour ... 
And since when do we pay part-time 
people 30 hours vacation time? 

Meyer replied, “He has worked for

and J felt his request was very reason- 
able.” 

Trustee John McKinney asked if 
Meyer has considered privatizing 
inspections. However, Meyer said that 
other building departments never pri- 
vatize inspections. 

Trustee Michael Glaab reminded 
McKinney that when he had made the 
suggestion in the past that “several 
Board members balked at it.” Then he 
continued, “The cost of a full-time 
inspector is well over $25 per hour 
when you add in hospitalization and 
ppepion.
